Foggy Bottom’s Riverfront Settlement 


Before the Mall parklands 
were reclaimed from the Potom- 
ac Flats, the Potomac River and 
Rock Creek formed the south- 
ern and western boundaries of 
Foggy Bottom. A river-oriented 
settlement developed on the 
lowlands of the area, south of the 
more densely populated 
thoroughfares closest to Penn- 
sylvania Avenue. In fact, accord- 
ing to the Boschke Topographi- 
cal Map of the District of 
Columbia. published in 1861, 
- there were veritable open fields 
and woodlands between the 
density of Pennsylvania Avenue 
and the settlement that clung to 
the river’s shoreline. 

This riverfront area was only 
sparsely settled throughout 
much of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Several streets were unim- 
proved as late as the 1880’s, Many 
of the squares contained only 
about three houses each. These 
buildings were frame, of mod- 
est proportions, and occupied by 
artisans, laborers, and sailors. An 
occasional warehouse and com- 
mercial building, such as the 
glass manufacturing plant estab- 
lished in 1809, were scattered 
throughout. The Van Ness House 
on the site of the present Pan 
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American Building (completed 
in 1816 and demolished in 1907) 
stood as a major exception to the 
working class character of the 
area. 

There were compensations for 
the residents. It was said that clay 
was so abundant that ““when one 
wanted a house he made the 
bricks for it on the spot.” The 
non-urban atmosphere was en- 
hanced by luxurious vineyards, 
trees, and gardens that adjoined 
many homes. The ground- 
breaking in 1828 of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Canal with its 
route embracing part of the 
Foggy Bottom shoreline pro- 


mised a new affluence in the: 


linking of the resources of the 
West with the capital city. 
Unlike the romantic stream of 
today, Rock Creek was once 
navigable as far north as K Street. 
Here in the 1790’s, a ““conven- 
ient and handsome stair land- 
ing” was built.. This semicircular 
quarry-dressed stair offered a 
place for river travellers to alight. 
From here to the mouth of the 
Creek, the water was of suffi- 
cient depth to float sloops and 
schooners which carried wood, 
building and paving stones, and 
sand. Wharfs were. sited along 


the banks of the Creek and 
southward along the shores of 
the Potomac to where the shore- 
line turned eastward just below 


‘ Observatory Hill. The construc- 


tion of the C&O Canal did away 
with the Rock Creek wharfs and 
the reclamation of the Flats in the 
late nineteenth century dimin- 
ished the importance of the 
Potomac River wharfs. 

Windmill Point was the name 
frequently given to mark the 
bend in the Potomac River 
shoreline at the extreme end of 
26th Street. Before this area be- 
came part of the capital city, this 
corner of land was populated by 
wild swans, geese, and, ducks 
who flew among wild celery. 
From the southern slope of 
Observatory Hill, fish could be 
seen in the clear water. 

In the 1820’s, Captain William 
Easby established a wharf and 
shipbuilding yard at this bénd, 
and it was thereafter known as 
Easby’s Point. A small settlement 
of tenant houses occupied by 
Easby’s employees clustered 
about the wharf. Easby himself 
built his dwelling nearby. His 
daughter, Wilhelmine Easby- 
Smith grew up here. In 1913, she 
recorded her personal recollec- 


' tions in a paper read before the 


Association of Oldest Inhabi- 
tants of the District of Columbia. 

In her recollections, Mrs. 
Easby-Smith recalled the pic- 
turesque qualities of the river- 
side settlement. She remem- 
bered that among her 
“pleasantest memories are those 
of the walks on that breezy, 
shady old towpath [from Easby’s 
Point to 17th Street] on summer 
evenings. ..’’ She also lamented 
the disappearance of the ample 
gardens and orchards, the ship 
launchings from the Point, and 
the sounds that accompanied 
the canal activities. 

To look at Foggy Bottom today, 
a viewer can see hardly any ves- 
tiges of this riverine life. In the 


_ reclamation process, the shore- 


line was. extended farther out. 
Highways and high density de- 
velopment have replaced the 
small dwellings and commercial 
structures. One can not even 
hear the croaking of the frogs 
that gave the area its name: 
Foggy Bottom.

St. Paul’s Parish House 
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The Foggy Bottom & West End 
Advisory Neighborhood Com- 
mission has remained active over 
the summer months with sev- 
eral major projects. The Com- 
mission also has new office 
space, and is now located at 2424 
K Street, N.W., above St. Paul’s 
Church office. The office is 
staffed on Mondays and Fridays 
for the present time, and the 
staff, Jean Johnson can be 
reached on these days by calling 
965-2600 (or word can be left on 
the answering device and she 
will be back in touch with you). 

Among the major projects 
ANC has been concerned with in 
recent months are: 

Square 121—the new World 
Bank Building: This Zoning 
Commission hearing, after al- 
most 30 hours of testimony, has 
finally closed, and the residents 
of the area are optimistically 
waiting for the decision which 
should be known at the Zoning 
Commission Meeting on Sept. 
8th. 

The NCPC International Orga- 
nizations and Foreign Missions 
Plan has been followed closely, 
especially because of its impli- 
cations on the decision on 
Square 121. Thanks to Cecelia 
Aptaker, the NCPC has decided 
to let the Zoning Commission 
rule on Square 121 and in a 
broader view ANC 2A hopes 
they will open up more areas of 
the city to Foreign Missions and 
thus lessen the possibility of high 
concentration in the Foggy Bot- 
tom area. 

Another major project was the 
Campus Plan Review. The Zon- 
ing Commission is considering 
requiring all D.C. colleges and 
universities to submit Campus 
Plans so that development of the 
college campus may follow a suf- 
ficiently thought-out plan, and 
so that the City may have knowl-

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edge of what future intentions 
are. ANC 2A participated in the 
hearings on this case because of 
its concern over George Wash- 
ington University and its desire 
to see the Campus Plan Review 
assure that there are reasonable 
limits to such growth. 

As most residents are well 
aware, the Residential Parking 
Program is finally going into 
effect. ANC 2A has recently 
undertaken the task of getting 
several additional blocks of resi- 
dents eligible for participation. 
The 2400 Block of ‘Penn. Ave., 
N.W., had been ineligible be- 
cause that particular block was 
not designated for residential 
parking restrictions. Due to the 
Dept. of Transportation’s change 
of mind, and ANC 2A’s efforts, 
these residents are now apply- 
ing for their permits. For more 
information on the Residential 
Parking Program, call the Park- 
ing Division, Dept. of Transpor- 
tation, at 629-3203. 

ANC 2A is also pursuing the 
possibility of getting Tennis 
‘Courts built along Rock Creek 
Parkway, north of Virginia Ave- 
nue. This land is currently leased 
by Metro for their subway con- 
struction, and it is not known 
what will be done with this 
parcel after subway construc- 
tion is completed. 

The Standing Committee on 
the Neighborhood Plan has been 
reactivated, with Greg Altschuh 
as Chairman. Among the activ- 
ities of this committee will be the 
undertaking of a series of sur- 
veys, on various characteristics of 
the area, to enable an accurate 
description of the neighbor- 
hood to be drawn. 

The next meeting of ANC 2A 
will be on Tuesday, October 4th 
at 8:00 pm in St. Paul’s Church.

Mortgage Financing For Coops 


How to make mortgage 
financing available to the pur- 
chasers of cooperative apart- 
ments will be the subject of a 
study commissioned by a con- 
sortium of Washington banking, 
real estate, and consumer inter- 
ests. 
Participating in the study are 
the District of Columbia Bankers 
Association, the Washington 
Board of Realtors, and the Coop- 
erative Housing Association. A 
consultant, John K. Hoskinson, 
has been retained to investigate 
co-op lending and make recom- 
mendations to the consortium. 

“We'll pay particular atten- 
tion to the New York experi- 
ence,” Hoskinson said. “Coop- 
erative apartments there have 
been financed by commercial 
banks for several years, and we 
should be able to adapt New 
York methods to Washington cir- 
cumstances.” . 

Some of the issues to be 
examined are how to appraise 
market value, what interest rate 
restrictions are appropriate, how 
clear title can be determined, 
and how a mortgage lien may be 
established. Current laws and 
regulations in the District were 
not written with cooperatives in 
mind, and the consortium ex- 
pects to seek legislative changes 
from the City Council and Con- 
gress.

Joseph H. Riley, president of 
the Bankers Association, said, 
“Many potential buyers, partic- 
ularly younger ones, do not have 
sufficient cash reserves to pur- 
chase a cooperative unit. We 
want to provide the mortgage 
loans to help them buy their own 
apartments, and we’re working 
to overcome the obstacles.” 


Most of the cooperatives in 
the District are in the Northwest 
area. Some apartment buildings 
were constructed originally as 
co-ops, while others were con- 
verted from rental use. Prior to 
the introduction of condomin- 
iums in the early 1970’s, coop- 
eratives were the primary means 
of enabling residents to own 
their individual apartments. 


According to Riley, banks have 
difficulty making co-op loans at 
present because they are uncer- 
tain whether a cooperative 
apartment is adequate collateral 
to secure a loan. Also, current 
usury law restrictions may not 
allow banks a rate of interest 
comparable to that obtainable 
on condominiums or single- 
family houses.

Speaking for the Washington 
Board of Realtors, James G. 
Banks said, “There are over 5,000 
co-ops in the District, and al- 
though some are very luxurious, 
the majority are not. In fact, 
cooperatives are one of the few 
forms of housing a person of 
moderate income can afford to 
purchase, and bank financing 
will be very helpful.” 

The Bankers Association orga- 

nized the study in response to a 
request from City Council- 
member David Clarke, who had 
earlier written to financial insti- 
tutions in the city asking for help 
with co-op financing. Both 
Clarke and Councilmember 
¿Marion Barry have expressed a 
i willingness to work with the con- 
sortium and. introduce legisla- 
tion in the City Council. 

The Cooperative Housing 
Association is a group of resi- 
dential cooperatives orga- 
nizaed in 1976 to represent the 
interests of homeowners living 
in co-op apartments. Twenty- 
one cooperative buildings, all in 
Northwest Washington, are 
members of the association. 

In a cooperative, the resi- 
dents do not own their units di- 
rectly as real property, as they do 
in condominiums and single- 


family houses. Instead, the entire - 


apartment building is owned by 
a corporation, and the residents 
own shares of the corporation 
with the right to occupy their 
apartments. .

The soft days of autumn (“you 
can not rival for one hour 
October’s bright blue weather’), 
the fragrance of the deep turned 
earth, the feel of the smooth 
bulbs being firmed into the soil, 
and then the watering sound in 
counterpoint to the overhead 
rustling of leaves, is both poetry 
and music. 

For winter, the autumn cata- 
log has an entire page of bulbs 
for indoor or balcony garden- 
ing—Lily of the Valley (“superb 
Christmas gift’’), Lily Red Carpet 
and Hyacinth bulbs (“especially 
prepared for winter forcing”). 

For the more adventuresome, 
there is the Orchid (‘as easy to 
grow as the African Violet—each 
can live up to 100 years’’)—an | 
heirloom. And there is the ever- 
popular Amarillis that for years 
was seen sharing a lace-cur- 
tained Eye Street window with a 
kitty. 

The balcony and dooryard gar- 
dener can be adventuresome 
too, with an 18 inch tub for a 
maxi-bonsai (evergreen or de- 
ciduous; pick the small leaf or 
needle ones). Also plant the Day 
Lily (red, orange, gold or rose) in 
a tub for accent and color. A Wis- 
teria in atub can do even more— 
color, fragrance and the form of : 
a small graceful tree when sup- 
ported by a stake. 

Now to be practical: tubs 
should be of wood, not plastic, 
and the soil should be humus— 
rich and fortified by time-release 
fertilizer; the bulbs should have 
bonemeal.
